“There is no doubt that the events of the past week, culmin- 
ating in the Irish fiaseo,’’ adds the paper, ‘‘have weakened the 
coalition government's position,’’

LONDON, July 24—A significant remark was made in the House of 
Commons this afternoon by Premier Asquith at the conclusion of a debate 
on @ motion for adjournment made by John Redmond, the Nationalist lead- 
er, following an announcement by the premier that the government had no 
intention of introducing any homme rule for Ireland bill with regard to which 
there was no substantial agreement among all parties. In appealing to the 
nationalista not th throw away the opportunity for bringing home rule into 
immediate operation, Mr. Asquith said: 

“I ask the house and will ask the country, if necessary, if the 
yovernment’s proposals are not fair.” 

Fant HARSEe the Tepien of Mr. Redmond was-voted down, Mr. Asquith di- 
rectly addressed the Nationalists, denying that any partiality had been. shown 
either side during the negotiations. Mr. Asquith declared that the exclusion 
of the six Ulster counties from the home rule act was to his mind the great- 
est ‘give and take'’ arrangement ever made in the history of a political con- 
troversy and he asked the Nationalists not to break off the negotiations, 


Unrest In Ireland. 


Mr. Redmond desired an adjournment, saying that he wished to call the 
attention of the members of the house to the rapidly growing unrest in Ire- 
land and the deplorable effect resulting from the government not having car- 
ried.out_in.its.entirety the tentutive agreement for a temporary government 
in Ireland. The determination of the Nationalists to resist any modification 
in the terms of the agreement and declaration of David Lioyd George, who 
negotiated the agreement that the government would not force new proposals 
on the Irish nation, were the outcomes of the debate. 

The situation in Ireland thus remains where it was, with the additional 
factor of the unrest brought about by the disappointed hopes of a settlement 
of the issues, In the absence of any amending bill the situation now is that 
the order in counctl, postponing the operation of the hame rule ict, as it 
stands on the statute book, until sik inonins atter the lapse of 18 months, 
mentioned in the order in council issued in September, 1915, unless the war 
has previously ended, remains’in force. 


Carson Only Man Pleased. 


Mr. Redmond characterized the new mopoikie as an absolute and dis- 
graceful breach of faith toward his supporters. Mr. Bloyd George regarded 
the Nationalist failure to agree to them as a disaster, while Sir Edward Car- 
son, the Unionist leader in Ulster, declared it would be a good thing if he and 
Mr. Redmond could shake hands on the floor of the House, but that to bring 
such an event about there must be no idea of the coercion of Ulster. 

It is believed in many quarters that if an election took place at the pre- 
sent time Mr. Redmond’s followers would run a serious risk of defeut at the 
polls, as they appear to have lost the confidence of many of their constituents. 

Sir Horace Plunkett, of the department of agriculture in Ireland, re- 
cently expressed the opinion that Mr. Redmonda’s followers would meet with 
a hostile reception from the majority of Irishmen, 

Meanwhile the recently formed imperial Unionist Association, comprising 
many members of both houses, is working hard to prevent any settlement of 
the difficulty, and it is likely that another debate will take place in the House 
of Commons shortly on the Irish question, 

During Premier Asquith’s speech, in which he announced that the cabinet 
had failed to reach an agreement on the home rule question, many cries of 
“small nationalities,” were raised,

This was taken in the lobbies of 
arliament to mean that Home Rule 
ad been dropped ror the moment, 
and that David Lloyd George's nego- 
tiations had come to naught. 


The stumbling block appears to 
have been the retention in the Imperial 
parliament of Nationalist representa- 
tives in undiminished numbers, 


Mohn Redmond, leader of the Na- 
tionalists, moved an adjournment of 
the House to discuss the premier's 
reply, and a lively debate when the 
regular business of the House of Com- 
mons was conchided was anticipated. 

Unrest in Ireland, 

The discussion of Mr, Redmond’s 
motion) to adjourn the House of Com- 
mons in order to attend to the rapidly 
growing feeling of unrest fn Treland 
and the deplorable effect on the Irish 
situation, which must result from the 
government not proposing to carry out 
in entirety the terms offered by it for 
a settlement of the trisn difficulty as 
accepted by the Irish parties, began 
with a speech by‘Mr. Redmond, 

The Irish Nationalist leader de- 
clared he did not wish to attack any- 
body, but’ merely to state the facts, 
which, he said, spoke for themselves. 
He sald that when two month ago, 
Premier Asquith returned from lre- 
land, and annoyneed that present 
system of government had broken 
down, and said the cabinet had unani- 
mously requested Lloyd George to 
bring about, if possible, a provisional 
settlement of the Irish question, by 
the consent of everyone concerned, 
he waa thrilled by the hope that in the 
interest, not only of Ireland, but of 
the empire, the Irish question might 
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ended, 
Not Their Proposals. 

The proposals Lioyd George put 
before Sir Edwara Carson and him- 
self, Mr. Redmond said, were in no 
sense their proposals, but after con- 
siderable negotiations ‘and many 
changes, they agreed to recommend 
them to their friends. Mr. Redmond 
declared he had had¢the greatest dif- 
ficulty in obtaining the consent of 
his supporters, not one of whom 
would have considered the proposals 
unless they were put forward as a 
purely temporary settlement for the 
period of the war. 

Mr. Redmond said the agreement 
was for the provisional settlement of 
the question until the war was over, 
or until a final or~>permanent settle- 
ment of the question was arrived at 
within a reasonable time after the 
war, It was at first proposed that 
the whole bill should remain in force 
during the continuance of the war 
and for twelve months afterwards, 
but Sir Edward Carson objected that 
if parliament took no action during 
the twelve months after the war then 
the six Ulster counties should be ex- 
cluded from the operations of the 
home rule act of 1914. To meet Sir 
Edwarda's objections the following 
words were added, “but if parliament 
has not by that time made further 
and permanent provisions for the 
government of Ireland, the period for 
which this bill shall remain in force 
is to be extended by order of the 
council for such time as is necessary 
to enable parliament to make such 
provisions,” 

Same Representation, ‘ 


“I was informed,” declared the Na- 
tionalist leader, “that these words 
would be accepted by Sir Edward and 
would be incorporated in the agree- 
ment. Aother fundamental proposal 
was that during the transitory period 
the number: of Irish members of the 
imperial parliament was to romain 
as at resent, and this was regarded 
as an Indispensable factor of the 
temporary character of the whole ar- 
rangement. y 

“Having attained: the consent of 
our supporters to this agreement, I 
was faced on my return to London by 
an entirely new proposal from the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, which came 
ag @ bolt from the blue.

LONDON, July 24.—At Pogieres the 
Australians are still fighting furiously 
with the Germans for possession of the 
village and the héad of the road lead- 
ing from it to Bapaume, and the 
greater part of the village is not re- 
ported to be in their hands.

Berlin still asserts Maat the only re- 
sult of the British attack Sunday along 
the Thiepval-Guillemont lines was the 
penetration of a few houses in the 
village of Pozieres, and that the Aus- 
tralians obtained these only after hav- 
ing suffered sanguinary losses. 

That German troops have been re- 
moved from the Verdun front for the 
Somme operation is ap»oarent from the 
German statement that Brandenburg 
Pfanediene gf “Douaumont fame," de- 
eated the British in the fighting 8un- 
day at Longueval. 

Although unofficial reports have 
credited big gains against the Ger- 
mans in the Riga sector of Russia, 
neither the Petrograd nor Berlin com- 
munication have as yet recorded any 
important changes in terrain there. 
Petrograd claims the dislodgment of 
the Germans from the _ village of 
Galitchanie, on the Lipa River, in 
Volhynia, while Berlin says that near 
the Galician border, in southern Vol- 
hynia, strong attacks by the Russians 
against the German line were repuls- 
ed, 

Emperor William is reported to 
have left the French front;to observe 
the operations in the east. 

The Russiang have made further 
progress against the Turks in the 
Erzingen region of Turkish Armenia, 
while to the south, along the Persian 
front, the Turks report that they have 
gained fresh successes over the Rus- 
sians,

“Saturday last Mr. Lloyd George 
ang the home secretary informg¢d me 
the gabinet had decided to insert in 
the Bill two provisions—one for the 
permanent exclusion of the Ulster 
counties and another cutting otft of 
the bill the agreement for the reéten- 
tion of the Irish members at Weat- 
minster during the transitory period, 
This decision was declared to be ab- 
solute and final. 

“LT stand by every word in the agrbe- 
ment we came to, I will not agree 
to. any new proposals, which would 
mean an absolute and. disgracetvl 
breach of faith on my part towards 
my supporters in Ireland. I watn 
the government that if they Introduce 
a bill on the lines indicated, we will 
oppose it at every stage.” 

Mf. Redmond concluded by declar- 
ing that, while the attitude of himself 
and his friends toward the war was 
unaltered and unalterable, the Na- 
tidnalists hold themselves free to ex- 
ercise their individual judgment in 
critidising the governments. vacilla- 
tion, not only in the conduct of dos 
mestic affairs, but in the conduct of 
the War, . ‘ 


David Lloyd. George, secretary o 
state for war, frankly admitted thu 
what Mr. Redmond said was true ex 
cept in one or two oints, One. of 
these, he sajd, was’ the ‘phraseology 
concerning the exception of Ulster.

Question of Phrascology. 

Mr. Lloyd Georga- emphasized the 
difficulty in embodying heads of agrev- 
ment and insisted it was only a ques3- 
tion of phraseology. He confessed 
that a departure had been made tn 
the matter of Irish representation in 
the house of representatives because 
the Unionist members of the cabinct 
found it impossible to secure the as- 
sent of their followers to the mainten- 
ange of an undiminished Irish repre- 
sentation after a general election ant 
after home rule had been set up in 
Ireland, The proposal, he said, there- 
lore, was modified as follows: 

‘Until dissolution, Irish members of 
parliament “remain undiminished, 
afterwards the provisions of the home 
rule-act should become operative, but 
the Irish members should be  sum- 
moned in undiminished numbers 
whenever parliament considers the 
final settlement.” 


"NEGOTIATIONS COME TO NAUGHT 


The government, declared Secretary 
Lioyd George, was faced with the fact 
that an agreyument could not be put 
through without the modifications he 
mentioned. He understood Irish ment 
bers would resist any attempt to force 
the bill with these modifications. This 
remark called forth loud cheering 
from the Irish members, 

Governed by Own Consent. 

Continuing, Mr. Lloyd George sata 
that if that was the Irish view, it 
would. be idle for the government to 
introdice a bill bringing home rule 
irto immediate operation under any 
conditions, and he regretted it deeply 
and thought that it was a disaster. He 
sull believed a high spirited and cour- 
ogeous race should only be governed 
with their consent, and the govern- 
ment certainly would not force this 
proposal upon them, 

Sir Edward Carson said that when 
he went into negotiations he thought 
only of what was best to help win 
the war, compared with which home 
rule vor anything else mattered little, 
He would never have touched the ne- 
KOtlations except gs a War measure 
and had made it perfectly clear from 
the beginning that the = six Ulster 
counties mus* be struck definitely out 


of the home rule act. He was not 
aking, however, for permanent ox- 
clusion, Sir Edward added. No set- 


tlement made by this parliament could 
be permanent. He stood by the agree- 
ment announced by the prime minis- 
ter, that the Ulster counties could be 
included without. a bill, 

Yoncluding, Sir Edward appealed to 
the\ Nationalist members not to_ lose 
oll the good that had come out of the 
negotiations, 

No Coercion of Ulster, 

“f would not be a bad day for this 
country, for Ireland and for the war, 
if Mr. Redmond sgd myself should 
shake hands on the floor of this houso 
(loud cheers). But if that is to ,be 
done, there can be no idea of coer- 
cion of Ulster. Let Ulster be struck 
out of the bill, Then go win her if 
you can; she can be won by good 
fovernment. If the hopes of a set- 
tlement in Ulster and the rest of Ire- 
land are shattered now it would be a 
calamity. 

“At the end of the war we will have 
had enough fighting. We will have 
other great questions to deal with, and 
i; is ineonceivable that we should re- 
sume our old quarrels,” 

Wm. O'Brien, leader of the Inde- 
pendent Nationalists, said: 2 

“Fortunately for England and for 
Ireland, the partition pict is dead and 
camned. Millions of the Irish race 
will rejoice with all their hearts to- 
morrow over its death.”

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It is to be hoped the Irish Gov- 
ernment will have less trouble 
carrying on business than the 
Government of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Treland 
is having to set it up in business 


Hope is that in return for the 
privilege of governing Ireland the 
Dublin Parliament will gracious- 
ly relieve the Imperial Parliament 
of the perennial question of how 
it should be done, 


Public opinion in Britain moves 
slowly, but it moves. ‘‘Personal 
liberty’? has been the battle ery 
that has saved the liquor interests 
there up to the present time. It 
would appear that war conditions 
are. impressing upon the public 
mind the necessity of giving up 
some part of these rights of per- 
sonal liberty (so long and so highly 
valued) for the common good. The 
“Strength of Britain’? movement 
will shortly present to parliament 
a memorial demanding the suspen- 
sion of the liquor traffie during 
the war, The vote to suppress the 
liquor traffic in Alberta was for 
economic, rather than moral, 
reasons. It is possible that similar 
causes will produce a like result 
in Great Britain. 


The Bulletin has been informed 
by circular that ‘‘The Edmonton 
Citizens’ League of One Hundred”’ 
resolved on June 12th: 

“That the interest on loans and 
“mortgages be entirely extinguished 
“during the war.” 

The circular is signed by J. 
McK. Dickson, chairman, and E. 
Duguid, secretary. The circular 
concludes : 

“This we consider a very fair and 
“reasonable request, as the ma- 
“jority of properties covered by 
“mortgages are not producing suf- 
“felent to pay expenses, especially 
“business blocks in Western 
“Canada,” 

There is no doubt that the idea 
conveyed by the resolution will 
find much sympathy amongst 
property owners of the city. But 
there are many besides property 
owners who stand in need of legis- 
lative relief from payment of their 
debts, The man who owes a store 
bill should not be discriminated 
against in favor of the man who 
borrowed money to buy land or to 
build Himself a house or business 
place, Food or clothing is a greater 
and more pressing need than 
houses or land, Then, why should 
the man who borrowed to meet 
the less pressing necessity be 
favored by legislative relief, while 
the man who is in debt because of 
his most pressing necessities is 
compelled to pay not only interest, 
but principal?

Un- 
doubtedly so, in face of the fact 
that there was no necessity to do 
anything of the kind, and that the 
security and interests of the Bri- 
tish Empire and its Allies would 
have been thereby imperilled. The 
proposal has not been that the ex- 
port should be prohibited and the 
mines closed down, but that the 
export should be prohibited in 
order that the output of the mines 
would go altogether to Britain and 
the Allied countries, instead of 
part of it going to Germany. 
Those who have advocated the 


prohibition of export have been 
going on the assumption that 
there could be found within 


the Allied countries enough brains, 
enterprise and money to install a 
nickel refining plant in Canada, 
thereby incidentally providing 
employment for some hundreds 
more men, 


Though they now give the 
crews a chance to escape, German 
submarines still continue to send 
neutral trading vessels to the 
bottom, in the North Sea and the 
Mediterranean. When they have 
built a sufficient number of trans- 
Atlantic submarines to carry on 
effective- 
ness, it is to be supposed they will 
carry on similar operations off 
the coast of the United States and 
Canada. If it is good business, 
in the military sense, to waste a 
torpedo on a small schooner in the 
North Sea it is better business to 
expend one in sinking a_ great 
steamer loaded with shells or 
other munitions en route from this 
continent to England or France; 
and Berlin has been governed 
throughout the course of the war 
solely by its judgment of what 
would better its chances of win- 


ning. Though they are less 
bloody in their methods, the 
pirates are still pirating where

It is not generally known, althofigh 
most of the old-timers will remember 
it, that Lac La Biche, one of Edmon- 
ton’s newest and most popular sum- 
mer resort, 130 miles to the north-east, 
has a stirring history, Mrs. Harrison 
Young, one of the daughters of the 
Rev. George McDougall, the pioneer 
Methodist missionary who lost his life 
on the plains in the winter of 1877, can 
tell the story. She is still living in 
Edmonton, Mrs, Young first visited 
Edmonton as a young girl with her 
father, at a time when the only build- 
ing here was the Hudson's Bay fort. 
She afterwards returned over the 
prairie to attend college in Hamilton, 
and when she again drove in over the 
trail from Winnipeg she married Mr, 
Harrison Young, a Hudson's Bay fac- 
tor and son of the Hon, John Young, 
of Montreal, It was in this way that 
Mr. Young found himself factor of the 
Hudson's Bay post at Lac La Biche 
during the year of the Riel rebellion. 


Early in April of th t year a half- 
breed brought news to the fort that 
the Indians at Prince Albert and Frog 
Lake were rising against the white 
men, and the whole country was in a 
state of excitement, Chief Pakan 
afterwards came in from White Fish 
Lake with the same story. Indians 
and half-breeds shortly appeared in 
their war-paint. The priests at Lao 
La Biche mission were unafraid, and

Arthur Meighen, when addressing a 
meeting in Hamilton, read a cablegram 
from the British government declar- 
ing that it was satisfied with the pre- 
cautions taken to prevent Canadian 
nickel reaching the enemy. The read- 
ing of a telegram as a climax toa pub- 
Ne address is not a new method of ge*- 
(ing around a difficult point in a public 
argument. The British government is 
not infallible in its judgment; al- 
though, given time, it generally 
reaches the point. The fact that Can- 
ada has the only nickel on the Amer- 
{ean continent and that the German 
submarine is to return with a partial 
cargo of nickel seems to settle the 
question of the destination of at least 
o part of Canada’s nickel, Whether the 
British government is satisfied or not 
is not the question, If Canada's sol- 
dilers are being shot down by German 
guns and German ammunition render- 
ed extra efficient by the use of Cana- 
dian nickel—which fact is not in dis- 
pute—it is the duty and the business 
of the government of Canada to pre- 
vent any Canadian nickel reaching 
Germany, which it can do by doing 
only the same with nickel as it has al- 
ready done from time to time since the 
war began with the Canadian farmers’ 
wheat and horses and hay and wool; 
as it recently did with Canadian mica 
ond micanite. Hon, Mr. Meighen is 
apologist at large for the government. 
It is a favorable form of strategy witn 
this government to protect itself from 
criticism by throwing the burden on 
the British government. That is not 
food enough in this case. It is the 
Canadian government, not that of the 
United Kingdom, that is responsible 
for the life and limb of the Canadian 
soldiers, so far as nickel used in Ger- 
man armament or munitions 1s coa-

“You say that the “registration 
count,” which appears to be identical 
with the population of the county of 
London as distinct from the metropoli- 
tan area, is generally considered more 
fairly comparable to the population of 


the five boroughs of New York. But 
does not the great disparity in size 
make such a comparison futile?) The 


i've boroughs of New York contain al- 
together 216 square miles, or 202,000 
acres, while, according to the official 
statistics of the county council (1912- 
13), the “county” of London has but 
74,816, a smaller area than the single 
borough of Queens. For purely local 
reasons some of the most populous dis- 
tricts of London are not included in 
the county. There is, for example, 
West Ham, the scene of George Bern- 
ard Shaw's play, “Major Jarbara,” 
which is only four miles east of St. 
Paul's Cathedral (or about the dis- 
tance from the Battery to Seventy- 
second street), and is quite as much a 
part of London, as Harlem ts of New 
York. Then, again, “Greater London” 
—the metropolitan police district-— 
has, including the small “city” of Lon- 


don, 443,324 acres, representing a cir-

contract. It seems that in other 
countries these privileges are granted 
and licenses issued run for only six 
months, some three months and others 
only from month to month, Accord- 
ing to Mr. Bellamy’s arguments a 
building erected by the owner in 
compliance with the requirements of 
the government and approved by it at 
the time could have their license can- 
eelled within thirty days, just as easily 
as it could be at the expiration of a 
year. It is true that the people 
through its government have the 
power of eminent domain, but with 
this power goes the act of compensa- 
tion to the individual, To act other- 
wise is for a people through its gov- 
ernment to be unjust to one or a 
number of its members. To be unjust 
is to be in the wrong and to be wrong 
is to be immoral; morals lie under 
the wings of justice—not justice un- 
der that of morals, 

Mr. Bellamy refers to the act as be- 
ing that of an overwhelming majority 
of the people and not that of the gov- 
ernment, In a democracy like ours 
the people are the government and 
the government the people, The peo- 
ple who constitute the official heads 
are the leaders of the people and as 
such have the carrying out of tho will 
of the people. We elect our yovern- 
ing powers by majority and the ma- 
jority action rules, but it is in the in- 
terest of the majority to see that the 
minority receives justice, for what 
may prove to be the majority on one 
question of the day may find itself in 
the minority on another question 
some other day, 1erefore it is in- 
cumbent upon all to see that the 
rights of the minority are conserved, 

The individuals owning hotels have 
at the present time been forced by the 
majority to shoulder the entire cost 
of the abolishment of the grant given 
to dispense liquors; in’ other words, 
the majority are attempting to profit 
by the Injury and the loss placed upon 
the shoulders of the minority, there- 
by violating the doctrine of eminent 
domain, which carries with it the 
right to compensation, and establish- 
ing the rule that might makes right.

CANADIAN UMP 
HOLDS ENVIABLE 
BASEBALL RECORD 


Bob Emslie, Born in Guelph, On- 


tario, Has Been on Job 30 
Years 
Bob Emslie began his thirtieth 


year as an umpire recently, as it was 
in July 1887, that the dean of dia- 
mond arbiters started hig career in 
the International league. For three 
seasons he remained on the job in 
that circuit, but in 1890 he joined 
the umpire staff of the old American 
association. The following year he 
started with the Western league. It 
will be just a quarter of a century 
next month since the veteran umpire 
refereed his first game in the parent 
major league, and he has been at 
it ever since. No other official in 
baseball history has hung up such 
a record of continuous service, und, 
although Emsiie is now 55, he still 
ranks amongst the ablest of the prac- 
titioners of the most difficult of pro- 
fessions, 

Emsliie was born in Guelph, Ont., 
and is still a loyal Canadian, having 
resided of late years in 8t. Thomas. 
He started his baseball career as a 
pitcher for the Harrison and Guelph 
clubs in his native province, and in 
1882 he joined the Morrie club of 
Camden, N.J., a famous organization 
of the Interstate league, the stars of 
that team later becoming the nucleus 
of Brooklyn's first big league outfit. 
Emslie landed with the Baltimore 
club in the old American association 
in 1883, and for a couple of seasons 
he was the best curve hurler in the 
majors. In 1885 he went to. the 
Athletics, but his maior league career 
Was about over, and in 1886 he was 
with Toronto, He finished his playing 
career in 1887, starting the season 
with Memphis, but he was soon driyv- 


en from the box, and was given a job 
as umpire in the old International 
circuit,

SCIENTIST CLAIMS THAT MAN HAS RUN HIS FASTEST

FUTURE GENERATIONS WILL NOT BREAK RECORDS 


OW far can the breaking of track 
records continue? asks George 
Pr. Meade, in the Scientific 
Monthly, and in an effort to answer 
his own question he proceeds to make 
an analytical study of feats on the 
cinder path, The writer can see where 
improvement in technique or in 
| method may affect the high jump and 
the pole vault, while changes or im- 
provements in apparatus may result 
in improved records in the hammer 
throw, and other field events. But 
runing, he thinks, is so natural, so free 
from knack, that he is impressed with 
the conviction that a rule, or, rather, 
a natural law, exists which governs 
the rate of sped at which a man may 
run. There is a limit, he believes, 
which the records now approach—if 
indeed, they have not already attain- 
ed it—beyond which they are unlekely 
to go, 

“Athletic records,’ says the writer, 
“have ev right to consideration as 
scientific data, Races are timed by 
at least three skilled timers, distances 
are accurately surveyed and are mea- 
sured in case a claim for a record is 
to be made. Strict rules are obsery- 
ed to prevent a mistake or fraud at 
the start and finish, and unusual cir- 
cumstances, uch as favoring winds, 
are noted by judges or referee, Finally, 
the performance is investigated by a 
committee of the national athletic 
board of the country in which the race 
was run, and every circumstance that 
might affect the validity of the record 
is discussed before the record is sanc- 
tioned,”

Thus, Mr, Meade holds that records 
—amateur, not professional—are fit 
subjects for the scientific inquiry which 
he proceeds to make, So many thous- 
ands of men throughout the world 
have striven to break records in what 
the writer terms the standard events 
—the 100-yard, 220-yard and 440-yard 
dashes; the half-mile, mile, two-mile 
and five-mile runs—that the figures 
as at present established, he believes, 
may be accepted as closely approxi- 
mating the best that man can do, 
rather than as representing the best 
which athletics have been able to do 
thus far, 

For specific study of speds at vari- 
ous distances the writer finds it neces- 
bury to compute the speed for some 
unit distance and emptoys the seconds 
per hundred yards for distances below 
five miles, For example the record for 
the half-mile is 1 minute 52% seconds, 
or 112.5 seconds, The rate ver 100 
yards is 12.79 seconds, The follow- 
ing table of all the records for dist- 
ances up to five miles shows the varia- 
tion of times in the 100-yard units 
as the distances Increase;

A study of these rates shows that 
for the 100-yards dash and 220-yard 
dash the rates are practically identi- 
cal, Here the fatigue in running the 
longer distance is offset by the greater 
effect of the time consumed in get- 
ting Up speed on the rate of the 
shorter dash, But beginnning with the 
220-yard dash rate, the writer notes, 
as the reader must, that the rates 
increase for each succeeding distance, 
but with a constantly decreasing in- 
crement. Mr. Meade draws an oblong 
box filled with squares. The rate per 
hundred yards is represented as 
vertical distances on the box, and the 
distances run as horizontal distances, 
Then starting to the lower left-hand 
corner of the box at a square marked 
220 yards, the analyst draws a line 
upwards, curving off at each distance 
until at five miles the upper right- 
hand corner of the box is encounter- 
ed, The smoothness of the curve 
conecting all the points plotted is re- 
garded by Mr. Meade as so striking as 
to indicate strongly that there is an 


‘approach to a definite relationship be- 


tween the various records which have 
been produced by extended competi- 
tion and does not claim that the limit 
has been reached in breaking of theso 
records, but the probability of any 
marked change in the records repre- 
sented by the curve is regarded by the 
writer as extremely remote.

am writing from presonal  ex- 
periences, and it was hard to convince 
me that a half iron snot was more 
logical than a full mashie. The half 
iron is many time as effective as far 
as accuracy and results obtained are 
concerned, The backswing of the iron 
is short that the body is kept quite 
rigid and consequently the ball is 
struck more with a punch than any- 
thing else. A half missed shot ofthis 
kind many times bears as good ‘a re- 
sult as a perfect shot. With a mid- 
iron, for instance, the shot might be 
half-topped—struck on the toe or 
heel of the club—nnd yet the ball will 
travel generally in the® direction ‘of 
the green. 

With the full mashie it is alto- 
gether a different proposition. e 
swing for this sort of shot is usvally 
taken exactly the same as that for 
a drive—in other words, there {a a 
tremendous wind-up, The tendency 
to “pull” a stroke. of this kind is great 
indeed, because of the chances and 
practice of moving the body on all 
long shots. 

Only One Way to Hit. 

Again, there is but one way of hit- 
ting the ball, and that's the “right” 
way. If it is half-topped, it flies like 
a drive or resembles a gun shot. When 
the ground is taken too soon, it gies 
only a few yards, and many, many 
times a frightful hook develops. ..Of 
course, it is very lovely when one,of 
these full mashie shots lands on the 
green, but I think the premium.on ac- 
curacy !s taxed to the limit when this 
shot is employed, 

Another thing that young players 
seldom give a thought to is straight 
aim seems to be toward the develop- 
ment of a slight hook, knowing that 
the ball will run a considerable Dist- 
ance after it strikes, This shot is 
easily the most dangerous of any shot 
played. In the first place, it is hard 
to control a pull or slice, and, more- 
over, it does seem as though every golf 
course of championship calibre were 
trapped for hooked shots. f 

I remember an old schoolmate of 
mine, who was a sterling golfer,’ eq9m- 
ing to me one day and informed; me 
that he had mastered the pull to Such 
an extent that he had it under perféct 
control, IL played a game with him, 
and, true enough, he was hitting them 
all clean, but they all had a_ very 
noticeable “pull,” giving the ‘shot 
much added distance. He even pull- 
ed his mashie shots, but that parti- 
cular day we were golfing on.a course 
which did not require very accurate 
} Play. 

Sometime later, this same _ fellow 
who had been making rapid strides 
with his “pull” entered a tournament 
at the Country Club, at  Brooklin, 
Mass. He was in practically every 
trap on the course. His drives were 
pulled, his second shots hooked, and 
the mashie shots, due to the slight 
hook which had been imparted, were 
always over-running the greens. 

McDermott Was Criticized, 

When John McDermott made his 
first trip abroad, his game was criti- 
cized by the big men in England on 
account of his constant use of the 
pull. He failed to qualify abroad that 
year, but he came back a fine player. 
Observing Vardon, Taylor, Braid, and 
others in the top division, he soon 
noticed that all of these fellows were 
either hitting them straight or with 
the least bit of slice. He corrected 
his fault, and soon became the great- 
est of all the American players. 

Another thing that the young player 
must fight hard against is overswing- 
ing, although I think it does not mat- 
ter so much on his driving as on the 
iron shots, The average youth is 
blessed with a physique entirely free 
of any trace of stiffness, and, conse- 
quently, it is little or no trouble what- 
soever for him to carry his arms high 
and the club head far back. However, 
as a rule these youngsters have ac- 
quired the art of alming, and. are 
thereby able to drive the ball a good 
distance, 

In my golf of five or six years ago 
as a schoolboy I turned in scores just 
as good as I could now, but not nearly 
so regularly. In those days | would 
simply blaze right ahead, sometimes 
hole a long putt here and there, and 
turn in a low score, Other times I 
would go out and play like a rank be- 
ginner. Now I go out and my play 
does not vary two strokes a round, 
unless I have a particularly bad day. 
My scores are hardly any better than 
they were years ago, but experience 
has been a good teacher, and today 
the shots I waste are few and far he- 
tween, I refer to errors of judgment, 
such as selecting the wrong club or 
driving into places where the’ more 
diMficuit second shot must be played.
